I refer to your No. 515- STENBERO has given hie opinion 
in accordance with our No. 17*8. He and attorney LUNDBERO 
(3_groups unrecoveredj to talk with acting minister of Justice 
BJORXQUIST about the condition of SIDORENKO's(ll] health and 
about the necessity of taking measures. I have talked with 
BRANTINO( 111 ] and LOMOTM. They said that according to the 
law SIDORENKO'S return cannot be asked for on grounds of 
health and that the Swedes will hardly go that far. However. 

It seems to me we ought to use STENBERO 's opinion and strongly 
warn OONTHER(lv), in the name of the legation or of the Soviet 
government, about possible serious consequences. Please confirm 
Immediately, for delay Is extremely undesirable.
